1.0 SUMMARY

Stanfec Consuliing Services Inc. {Stantec) has completed o Phase | Environmental Site
Assessment (ESA} report of ihe property located af 50 and 57 Meadowview Center, Kankakee,
llinois (‘rhe “Property”), on behall of the Ciy of Kankakee (the “Client”). The work was
performed according o the Masters Services Agreement dated August 15, 2014. City of

Kankakee [the “User'} has been designated as the User of this report.

The Phase | ESA was conducted in conformance with the requirements of American Society for
Testing and Materials {ASTM] Designation £ 1527-13, except as may have been modified by fhe
scope of work, ond terms and conditions, requested by the Client.  Any exceptions to, of
deletions from, the ASTM practice are described in Section 2.3,

The Property consists of approximately 3.37 acres of land developed with o three-story,
approximately 45,000 square foot building, paved parking areqs and an access driveway for the
surrounding shopping center. The Property was most recently occupisa TTC Inc., as dn office
space for its human resource, outsourcing and training facility. surrounding properties are a mix
of commercial and residential properties. A Property location map is Hlustrated on Figure 1. A
Property map illustrating the main features of the Property is provided as Figure 2. Photographs
taken during the site reconnaissance visit are provided in Appendix A

We have performed a Phase | ESA in conformance with the scope and imitaticns of ASTM
Practice E1527-13 of the 50 and 57 Meadowview Center, Kankakee, llinois, or the Property. Any
exceptions to, or deletions from, this practice are described in the Data Gaps section of this
report. This assessment has revecled no evidence of recognized environmental conditions
[RECs) in connection with the property except for the foilowing:

e Concord Custom Cleaners, a drycleaner, was iormerly located in the northem part of
ihe Propery. The business is believed to have operated as a drycleaner using
chlorinated solvents from the 1970s to approximately 2005. Contamination wds
discovered in soil and groundwater, and remediation, including excavation of
contaminated soil, was conducted. The Property received a No Further Remediation
INFR) lefter from the liinois EPA in' 2012; however analysis of the soil and groundwater
data indicated the potential for soil, soil vapor and groundwater af the Property to
contfinue to be impacted at concentrations exceeding current applicable llinois EFA
cleanup standards.

station since the early 1970s.

2.0 INTRODUCTION

The objective of ihis Phase | ESA was to perform appropriate inguiry into the past ownership and
uses of the Property consistent with good commercial or customary practice as cuflined by the
ASTM in “Standard Practice for Environmental Site Assessmenis: Phase t Environmental Site
Assessment Process”, Designadion E1527-13. The purpose of this Phase | ESA was to identify, to
the extent feasible, adverse environmenfal conditions Including recognized environmental
conditions ("RECs") of the Property.

This ESA was conducted in accordance with the Masters Services Agreement dated August 15,
2014. The scope of work conducted during this Phase | ESA consisted of a visual reconnalssance
of the Property, interviews with key individuais, and review of recsonably ascertainable
documents. The scepe of work did not include an assessment for envircnmental regulatory
compliance of any faciity ever cperated ot the Property {past or present), or sampling and
analyzing of environmental media. Stantec was not confracted fo perform any indepandent
evaluation of the purchase or lease price of the Progerty and ifs relationship te current fair
market value.

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4.0 RECORDS REVIEW

The objective of ceonsulting historical sources of information is to develop the history of the
Froperty and surrounding areq, in order to evaluate if past uses may have resulted in RECs.
Physical setfing records are evaluated to deferming if the physical setting moy have contributed
to adverse envirenmenial conditions in connection with the Property. During the review of
historical records, $Stantec attempted to identify uses of the Property from the present to the first

developed use of the Property. Stantec’s research inciuded the reasonably ascertainable and
useful records described in this secfion.

4.1 PHYSICAL SETTING

A summary of the physical setting of the Property is provided in the table below with additional
details in the following subsections

Topography: The Property is generally flat with less than 5

feet of topographic relief on the Preperty. The
Property is located ot approximately 4640 feet
above mean sea level.

Scil/Bedrock Data: The Property islocated in the area covered by
unconsolidated glacial deposits up to 200 feet
thick in some areas. Melting ice from the Lake
Michigan lobe during Wisconsinan glaciation
is thought to be responsible for deposifing the
glacial 1ili, sand and gravel in the area.
Estimated Depth to Groundwater/ Based on the results of nearby groundwater
Estimated Direction of Gradient: investigations at the former Concord Custom
Cleaners, groundwater flow is anficipated to
be to the west with groundwater present at a
depth of less than 15 feet below grade (fog).
Note: Site-specific groundwater direction and depth can only be determined by conducting
site-specific testing, which Stantec has not conducted.

4.1.1 Property Topography and Surdface Water Flow

The Property s generally flat with less than 5 feet of topographic relief on the Property. The
Property is located at cpproximately 640 feet above mean sea ievel. The general topegrapny in
the area siopes o the west fowards the Kankakee River.

4.1.2 Regional and Propeny Geology

The lllinois State Geological Survey Circular (1984) entifled Potential for Contamination of Shatlow
Aguifers in llinois, commonly known as the Berg Circular, was referenced fo accuraiely locate
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the Property in relation to subsurface soll formations that are believed to exist locally throughout
the area. The Property appears 1o be o “B1" designation meaning If consists of sand less than 20
feet thick underigin by reictively impermeable clay tili,

The Property is located in the area covered by unconsolidated glacial deposits up to 200 feet
thick in scme areas. Melfing ice from the Lake Michigan lobe during the Wisconsinan glaciation
is Thought To be responsible for depositing uncensolidated glacial till and gravel in the area. The
topography for the area is also a result of glaciaticn, and is marked by many undulating hills
called moraines formed as a result of drift accumulation at the borders of the glacier. Underlying
the till is a series of fractured dolomitic units of Silurian lime which provide adequate
groundwater supplies for Industrial and municipal wells (Zeize! et. al, 1962).

4.1.3 Regional and Properly Hydrogeology

The shallow water table s often a subdued expression of surface fopography. Shallow
groundwater generally flows from creas of groundwaier recharge, such as hills and broad
uplands, 1o areas of groundwater discharge, such as wellands, rivers, and lakes. Bosed on the
local surface topography, lecal shallow groundwater is expecied fo flow towards wetland areas
northwest and southeast of the Property. Cther man-made features such as wells, roads, filled
arecs, buried ulllity lnes and sewers, and drainage ditches may alter the natural shallow
groundwater flow direction. Based on the resulfs of nearby groundwater investigatfions,
groundwater flow is aniicipated to be 1o the west with groundwater present at a depth of less
than 15 fbg. The Kankakee River is located approximately 4,000 feet west of the Property.

42 FEDERAL, STATE AND TRIBAL ENVIRONMENTAL RECORDS

A regulatory agency dotabase search report was obtained from Environmental Data Resources,
nc. {EDR}, a third-party environmental database search firm. A complete copy of the database
secrch report, including the date the report was prepared, the dafe the information was fast
updated, and the definition of databases searched, is provided in Appendix D,

Stantec evaluated the information listed within the daiabase relative o potential impact to the
Property, assessing the potential for impacts based in part on the physical setting. As part of this
process, inferences have besn made regarding the likely groundwater flow direction at or near
the Froperty. As described in 4.1.3, the infermed shallow groundwater flow direction is likely to be
to the west. Observaiions about the Property and surounding properties made during the
Property reconnaissance are provided in more detail in Secticn 5.

421 Listings for Propertly

The Property was identified in the environmental database report as Concord Custom Cleaners,
formerly located at 57 Meadowview Center in the northern portion of the Property. The
database identified the Property in the SRP and £DR Historical Cleaner databases. Investigation
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of the site identified soil and groundwater contamination from the historical use of chlorinated
sclvents at the site. Remediation consisted of in-sifu soil treatment and excavation and off-site
disposal of confaminated materials in 2001 and 2002.

The Property received a NFR letier from the lllinois EPA In 2012 after meeting llinois EPA cleanup
standards for residential properties and by excluding the groundwater ingestion pathway using
- existing groundwater ordinances. Stantec’s review of the soil and groundwater data indicates
the potential forscil vapor and groundwater at the Property fo have been impacted cof
concentrations exceeading current lllincis EPA cleanup standards for indoor inhalation. To fully
address the llinois EPA regulations revised in 2013, building control fechnologies may be required
af the Property to limit intrusion of contaminants into indcor air.

Stantec assessed data presented in the environmental agency database search report to
evaluate the potenfial for conditions to pose a REC, CREC, or HREC for the Property. .

The site s located 100 feet sast of the Property and currently cperates as a gas stafion. Three
~underground Storage Tanks [(USTs) were removed from the site in 1987. One 6,000-gallon diesel

fuel UST and two 12,000-gallon gasoline USTs are currently in use at the site. No release has been
reporied from the site.

Based on Staniec's experience with similar circumstances, the long term use of the up gradient
site as @ gasoline staticn poses ‘a significant threat of impact to the solls, soil vapor and
groundwater at the Property and is considered a REC.

Based on one or more of the following reasons: distance from the Property, position of sites with
respect to assumed groundwater flow direction, the native soils, and regulatory siatus, none of
the remaining listings in the database search report provided in Appendix D are expected to
affect soil or groundwater quality at the Property. The environmental records search identified
no RECs, HRECs or de minimis conditions at or near the Property.

44.1 Land Tille Records/Deeds
